Although speculation, has been busy asso- 
ciating.the name of one and then of another 
as the Governor to be appointed in succes- 
sion to’ Sir Henry Blake, promoted, it was 
little expected that the appointment would 
be given to the incumbent of dee governor. 
Ship of the Gold Coast, colony. We publish 
in another column the ae intimation 
that His Majesty the King has been pleased te 
appoint Major Sir Matthew Nathan, k.c.Mc, 
Royal Engincers, at present Governor of, 
the Gold Coast, to. be. Governor and Con- 
mander-in-Chief of Hongkong ‘in succession 
to His Excellency Sir Henry A: Blake. 
What has prompted the selection of a mili-, 
tary official to yovern this’ Colony is little 
known at the present moment. It is purely 
conjectural that the part Hongkong may 
yet. be called upon to play: in’ these 
regions, | may require a man at the head 
‘of the Executive whose military quali- 
fications should ‘eminently. fit him’ to‘guide 
its destinies no less in imperial than cdlonial 
interest." In certain quarters it is urged that 
the comniercial importance of the Colony 
| demands 4t the head of its affairs.a civil 
Governor conversant with its commercial 
‘needs, andan administrator with such train-. 
ing should Leiter be fitted to discharge 
the duties compatible with the surrounding 
intercsts of the Colony. Theoretically, this 
may ‘be so; but practically, Hongkong 
could hope for no better administrators were 
the Colony given in its military, Governor a 
head: of the. executive of the calibre of His

Governor's previous, career'in the Colonial 
Service we ‘haye, at present, but little 
acquaintance. . Entering the Army Major 
Sir Matthew, Nathan was made a Heutenant 
of the Royal Engineers on the roth May, 
1880, and on July 3ist nine years later was 
promoted’ to a captaincy, while on the rst. 
September, 1898, he.was gazetted major. He 
served in the Nile Expedition, 1885 ; Lushai 
Campaign - (medal with clasp) .1889.° For 
services as secretary of the Colonial Defence 
Committee he was made’a Commander of the 
distinguished. Order of Saint Michael and 
Saint George in 1899, and last year, asa 
Coronation honour, had conferred on him a 
knighthood of the same order. During the 
absence of Colonel Sir I. Cardew, K.c.M.G., 
Major Nathan administered the Government 
of Sierra Leone fora period of six and a 
half months from 28th March to rqth 
October, i8yy. ‘The ‘conditions of that 
Colony, wherehe acquited his first experience 
of colonial: government, bear but little 
analogy with our own Colony. In Sierra 
Leone there are practically no: industries 
at present, the inhabitants of - Free: 
town and the Colony generally being 
traders and shopkeepers doing little be- 
yond the planting of cassada, which forms 
‘| the staple food’ of the people. In the Pro- 
tectorate the inhabitants plant so-called 
farms, ‘chiefly of rice and cassada, and 
collect natural products for sale, to the 
‘various merchants and traders of the Colony. 
In 1900, after four years of peace, a serious 
rebellion broke out in Ashanti. © Sir | T, 

Hodgson, who was then the Governor, 
visited Kumasi, and was there besieged 
by the Ashantis, the town being closely | 
invested. Provisions ran short, and’ a part 
-of the garrison, with the Governor, cut their 
way out; the rest were relieved by Colonel
